Icy blasts damaged crops in cen- 
tral.and southern Georgia yester- 
day as the temperature dropped 
- to 20 degrees here and worse was 
predicted for today, with~forecasts 
of 12 to 15 degrees for Atlanta 
and subfreezing temperature clear 
to the Florida line.

London’s Guns 


LONDON, March 3.—(#’)—Ger- 
man bombers struck weakly at 
London tonight in an expected re- 
prisal raid made by single planes 
which kept the British capital un- 
der alert for about 90 minutes. 

The first raiders, swooping down 
in retaliation for the RAF’s mighty 
assault on Berlin two nights ago, 
unloaded showers of fire bombs, 


and fother planes later dropped 
explésives, but there was no con- 
certed attack. | 

Several districts were bombed, 
and there were a number of cas- 
ualties at one place. Rescue work- 
ers dug in the rujns of one bomb-| 
ed dwelling for” residents who) 
were trapped. 

But the RAF was apparently 
smashing back again, for the} 
Deutschlandsender, Germany’s 
/main domestic radio in the Ber-| 
Hin area, went off the air late to- 
night. Its silence indicated that) 

Allied planes were striking at the 
| continent for the eighth successive 
| night. 

(The Federal Communica- 
tions Commission in New 
York heard the Deutschland- 
sender announce that it would 
be off the air “for some 
time.’’) 

Indicating the lightness’ of the 
German attack on London, one 
observer counted only a few 
planes over a period of half an 
hour. 

A lull followed the swoops of 
the first few raiders and tnen tne 
thunder of gunfire and brilliance 
of flares marked the arrival of | 
another enemy plane. A cas-ade 
of tracer bullets d roar of guns. 
forced it to veer off. 

The raiders approached singly, 
and the noise of their motors fre- 
quently was drowned out by the 
thunderous barrage of London’s 
powerful antiaircraft guns and 
new weapons.

All 22 ships of the convoy, to- 
taling 90,000 tons, were sunk or 
left sinking, with “this major dis- 
aster” inflicted upon the enemy at 
the astonishingly low cost of only 
one Allied bomber and _ three 
fighters lost, the Allied noon com- 
munique asserted. 


The convoy was heading for 
New Guinea to reinforce Japanese 
troops at Lae, where Allied ground 
forces are closing in. 


“We have achieved a victory of 
such completeness as to assume 
the proportions of a major disas- 
ter to the enemy,” the commu- 
nique declared, and the whole 
convoy “was practically de- 
stroyed.” 

15,000 Troops Lost. 

Allied headquarters estimated 
15,000 enemy ground troops were 
‘aboard the transports, and that 
these “have been sunk or killed 
almost to a man.” 


All categories of Allied air 
strength joined in the mighty as- 


'sault that smashed the ‘convoy, 


hitting ship after ship with bombs 
loosed from low altitude. 


“Enemy air coverage became 
weaker and weaker; his _ forces 
more scattered and dispersed: and 
finally his remnants, isolated and 
| bewildered, were gradually anni- 
| hilated by Our successive air for- 
i'mations as we sent them into 
combat,” the communique declar- 
ed in a graphic account. 

“Our losses were light, 
bomber and three fighters. shot 
down and a number of __ others 
damaged but returned to base.” 

“Great Victory.” 

General MacArthur himself de- 
clared that “a merciful Providence 
must have guarded us in this 
great victory.” 

The communique asserted that 
“our decisive success cannot fail 
to have most important results on 
the enemy’s strategic and tactical 
|plans. His campaign for the time 
being at least is completely dislo- 
cated.” 

This was the convoy which had 
been sighted Monday advancing 
from New Britain toward New 
Guinea, protected then by foul 
weather that kept Allied planes 
from blasting at it for more than 
a full day. 

On Tuesday Allied aircraft 
braved the rains and clouds to 
smash at the convoy, which at that 
time consisted of 14 ships, sinking 
or damaging four of them. 

Eight New Ships Join. 

Eight more vessels joined the 
enemy column yesterday after- 
noon, the communique said, mak- 
ing it one of the most powerful 
convoys evér dispatched to bring 
troops to the New Guinea land 
battlefront.

Authority to handle the black 
market problem in the region ith- 
er than in Washington is expected 
to be requested by the committee, 
following a conference today with 
representatives of the meat pack- 
ing industry. 

The committee will formulate a 
program for ironclad enforcement 
of government regulations cover- 
ing production and distribution of 
meat. 

Pointing out that tremendous 
quantities of meat are being di- 
verted from legitimate channels 
into the black market, thus remov- 
ing a large portion of the supply 
for the armed forees and lend- 
lease, Sommers declared that “the 
black market in the southeast is 
a burning issue which must be 
handled at once. 

“We know, for instance, that the 
New York black market is siphon- 
ing’cattle from the Atlanta area, 
and we must see that this situa- 
tion is handled at.once. We must 
see that other shady dealings are 
handled now,” he stated. 

Sommers is chairman of the 
committee which is composed of 
W. K. McPherson, of the FDA; L. 
L. Glough, food rationing official 
of the OPA; Ware Hutchinson, 
food price official of the OPA; 
Thomas R. Miller, ration banking 
official; and T. H. Thorhas, food 
enforcement attorney. 

Since black market operations 
involve the violation of both OPA 
and FDA orders, Sommers and 
McPherson said they would re- 
quest a clarification of responsi- 
bility in order to effect a plan for 
joint action here rather than in 
Washington, 

After the committee completes

“I have already had my tires inspected 
once,” she said. “‘When must I have them inspected again?” 

The Fulton County Ration Board furnished an answer to Mrs. 
Pace’s question. Owners of “A” gasoline ration cards must have 
their tires inspected by March 31, and thereafter once every six 
months. Holders of “B” and “C” gasoline rations were supposed to 
have had their tires inspected by February 28, ahd once every 
four months and three months respectively thereafter. However, 
persons having “B” and “C” cards who did not have their tires 
inspected before the deadline may have their tires inspected now 
if, on applying to their ration board, their reasons for missing the 
deadline are considered just; in w hich case they receive a certificate 
from the board authorizing & dealer to inspect them. 

Holders of “T” cards, which come under the jurisdiction of the 
Office of Defense Transportation, must have their tires inspected 
every 5,000 miles.

Questions on Sugar Answered 


For South Georgia Woman 

“When I registered for a sugar book, I had so much sugar on 
hand that all the stamps up to No. 17 were torn out of the sugar 
side of my book,’ writes one south Georgia woman. “My question 
is, what can I do about getting sugar for table use, as all the sugar 
we had on hand is now gone.” Ration board officials explained 
yesterday that when sugar books were-~issued 
last May, coupons were torn out for the amount 
of sugar on hand, and that her board evidéntly 
estimated that she had enough sugar on hand 
to last her until a new sugar book is issued (at 
least six months from now), since they tore dut 
all her sugar coupons. This estimate of how 
long her supply of sugar-on-hand should last 
her was made on the basis of the amount persons who are buying 
sugar with coupons could get in that period, “as is the only fair 
thing,” it was said, and the woman was advised that “though it 
seems hard, there is no way you can get more sugar until a new 
book is issued.” 


One bit of red tape was snapped for the bewildered merchant 
yesterday with the OPA announcement that ration stamps may be 
turned in in envelopes after the present supply of gummed sheets 
is exhausted. These envelopes will be furnished by the OPA, but 
until they are available, any envelope will do. Only in the case 
of the gasoline trade will the old system of pasting ration stamps 
on gummed sheets be continued. 

OPA officials also reported that many stores are not taking 
advantage of their offer to place voluntary point rationing advisers 
in their establishments. These voluntéer workers, recruited from 
civic, church, lodge, and other community groups, are available 
upon request to local OPA boards without cost to merchants. = 


All Grocers and Merchants © 
Must Register April 1 to 10 


All grocers and other such merchants selling point-rationed food 
must register between April 1 and April 10, and at that time they 
must have certain records of their March business: for each purchase 
of processed foods they must show the name of the supplier, the 
date of the transaction and the amount of points given in exchange. 


An owner of a small store called the Ration Counter yesterday 
to find out how to replenish her stocks. “I sold all my processed 
food the weekend before the ‘freeze’ and I didn’t know that I could 
buy any during that ‘frozen’ period. When such foods were ‘un- 
frozen’ Monday, I didn’t have any to sell, so I can’t get any stamps 
to give to my wholesaler to get any more stocks in. What shall 
I do?” 

According to OPA officials, if a merchant does not have enough 
inventory at the beginning of rationing, he may opply for an 
emergency adjustment any time during the month of March. Ap- 
plication should be made to the local county ration board, and this 
application should include the following information: 

(1) A point inventory of your stocks. 

(2) The number of points you have on hand and in your ration 


bank account. 
(3) The number of points received from the start of rationing to 


the date of application. 

(4) How many more points are needed for additional stocks. 

(5) The reason for the adjustment. 

The ration board will consider the facts of the case and give 
the merchant as many points as it decides are necessary to bring 
the merchant’s inventory up to an adequate level.

The establishment of uniform 
beef and pork price ceilings 
throughout each community will 
mean higher prices for some re- 
tailers and lower ones for others, 
Brown said.

“it’s our intention to hold the line 
on all prices as closely as the 
statute (price control, act) will 
let us.”

To Break Black Markets. 

Whether sales of these products 
will be “frozen”: before rationing 
is instituted was not disclosed, but 
it appears improbable there will 
be any lengthy period of no sales, 
as was the case with canned 
goods, since meats are perishable. 

Brown expressed confidence 
that the uniform price ceilings and 
licensing system will go far to 
break up black market operatiorfs. 

Under the present setup, he told 
the senate subcommittee, it has 
been difficult to prevent the sale 
of black market meat at premium 
prices- to stores in a position to 
charge more than their competi- 
tors. 

“With ceilings thus limiting the 
price, it should be to no one’s ad- 
vantage to obtain black market 
meat,” he said. 

Prices will “ary between one 
community and another because of 
transportation costs and other fac- 
tors. And in each community al- 
lowance will be made between 
“super markets” and smaller 
stores, he said, but i.ousewives 
will know in advance what they

The state will benefit 
in many ways if this is the result. Speaker Roy

Prisoner Segregation 

Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy, of Fulton superior 
court, in his charge to the March-April grand 
jury, urged measures to provide segregation of 
state convicts by age, record and criminal in- 
clinations. 

“Society,” said Judge Pomeroy “should be 
intelligent and kind in the treatment of those 
incarcerated for crime. Not for the mere senti- 
mental reasons of the blind reformer, but for 
the very practical reason that when we send 
men to prison we are concerned as members 
of society whether those men come out with 
a determination to be good citizens or are more 
criminally inclined by their experience in 
confinement.” 

Judge Pomeroy is not the first to advocate 
segregation of youthful prisoners, or first 
offenders from the older or more hardened 
professional. criminals. It is a simple, intelli- 
gent need which should be self-evident to 
Certainly, a system which mixes 
prisoners indiscriminately, regardless of age, 
record or character, is a costly system to society. 


everyone. 


It is. in blunt language, a system which 
turns our prisons into schools of crime, into 
institutions where the young person who has, 
perhaps through ignorance or because of cir- 
cumstances beyond his control, been sent to 
prison comes out a confirmed criminal, hating 
society as a whole and fatuously convinced 
that lawbreaking is “clever,” that enforcement 
officers are his natural foes. 

Imprisonment of lawbreakers has_ three 
objectives. To serve as warning to others, to 
punish the guilty for his crime and to readjust 
the individual prisoner so he may face the free 
world, at the end of his term, resolved to be a 
good citizen and equipped by training and 
opportunity to hold firmly to that resolve. 

Prisons should be places where warped per- 
sonalities are straightened and where good 
citizenship is, by precept and example, en- 
couraged and developed. Too often, under pres- 
ent prison conditions, they are nothing put 
hotbeds for evil and forcing ground for greater 
crime.

TOO HEAVY BURDEN WASHINGTON, March 3.—In op- 

posing the McKellar bill, which 

would require senate confifmation of all federal employes re- 

ceiving a pay of $4,500 a year or more, Mr. Roosevelt centered 

his objection chiefly on the ground that it would impose an added 
heavy responsibility on the presidency. 

No President, he argued, could very well 
spare the time for looking into the personal 
qualifications of some 30,000 employes. Enough 
of that is already involved in the diplomatic 
and other appointments the chief executive has 
to make which are subject to senatorial con- 
firmation. 

If the President were required to submit the 
nominations of this added list of 30,000 gov- 
ernment workers he personally would be re- 
sponsible for the appmintments, and hence 
would be expected to give some consideration 
to the qualifications ot each man named. 

As the system now operates, the appoint- 
ments within this category are made either by 
the Civil Service. Commission, after due ex- 
aminations and ratings, or by the heads of the 
various departments and bureaus where 
persons are employed. They are spread out in 

such a way that no burden is imposed on any institution or agency. 
It is doubtful, as Mr. Roosevelt suggested, that even the senate 
would find the time for consideration of the qualifications of such 
a vast number of employes. If the task were taken seriously it 
would probably cOnsume the entire working time of the senate. 
There isgthe patent objection, also,

that the bill would open the way 


for the senaté to convert the entire understructure of the govern- 
mént into a huge patronage scheme, wherein politics more often 
than merit would be the determining factor in who got the jobs. 

Such motives cannot be imputed to every senator, of course. 
Some of them, like Senator Glass, of Virginia, refuse absolutely to 
have anything to do with patronage appointments. Senator Hiram 
Johnson, of California, is another who rarely bothers with such 
matters. But there are always plenty of others who are willing to 
exploit the system to the limit. 

By imposing the condition that all such appointments can be 
made by ‘the President only with the advice and consent of the 
senate, the means is offered for the senate to control the nomi- 
nations. That could lead to a rank encroachment of the legislative 
on the executive branch of the government if the power were 
abused or exercised too freely. 


SOURCE SUSPECT One of the main evils of the bill, a sub- 


ject heretofore not touched on in the 
debate, is the source from which it stems. Senator McKellar, of 
Tennessee, its author, has long been engaged in a bitter fight with 
IVA, which operates mainly in his state.

That was an astonishing admission: Politics do not 
always corrupt. This present legislature has demonstrated that 
politics and political gatherings can be clean and honest and of’

I think that a great majority of those who opposed the bill 
were thinking of their own youth, when: education and informa- 
tion, newspapers, school books, magazines, the radio and all other

While striving to insure freedom of religion, it might be well t 
decide what kind of religion it is to be. 

Is ours ‘to be the Good Samaritan kind of religion taught by our 
Lord, or a self-centered, heartless religion that saves its pocketbook 
by asking angrily: “Am I my brother’s heeper?” 

We all Know that millions of children are starving in Europe— 
more children than we have in New York, Illinois and California. 
They are not merely short of food. They are actually dying of 
starvation. And because they ‘have no strength or vitality, disease 
rages everywhere and all diseases are fatal. 

The Germans, as you Know, have stripped every invaded land of 
its food supplies, and now dole out just enough to insure slow 
starvation. The announced purpose is to keep Germany well fed, 
but the real purpose is to destroy or weaken and cripple a genera- 
tion of Germany’s competitors. 

It the plan continues to succeed, as it is succeeding, the end of 
the war will find the beaten Germans sound and strong, while the 
“saved” and victorious peoples will be weakened and stunted beyond 
recovery. 

There was a time when it seemed we could do nothing. People 
who seemed to know told us by radio and in the public prints that 
the exiled governments of invaded lands opposed sending food to 
their people4est the Germans get it. They told us, too, that the 
starving people themselves smuggled out letters urging us not to 
send anything, since it would help Only the Germans. 

But now it appears that all such stories were cruel lies. Nobody 
has been able to find any evidence to support them. And now we 
have proof that food can be given to the conquered without helping 
the Germans in any way. 

A ship load of food (so little, yet better than none) is 
Greece every month with the approval of the British government 
and our own. The Red Cross distributes it—chiefly to the children. 
And if we can feed the Greeks, we can save the children of other

Alcoholic beverages or liquors 
are hardly nourishing yet alcohol 
itself yields more calories to the 
ounce than lean meat or cheese 
does, less than butter, cream or 
other fat does. For instance, an 
ounce of sugar or starch yields 110 
calories. An ounce of pure al- 
cohol yields 200 calories.. An 
ounce of peanuts yields 116 calor- 
ies. An ounce of cognac brandy, 
whisky, cordial or liqueur yields an 
overage of 75 calories. 

The relation between an individ- 
ual’s alcoholic intake and. flabbi- 
ness is not merely a question of 
the capacity of the individual to 
oxidize or burn alcohol in the 
body. Normal persons can oxidize 
only a fraction of an ounce a day. 
Steady or hard drinkers may oxi- 
dize two or three times as much 
as that. 

People who becomes obese (flab- 
by obesity) drinking beer or wine 
do so because they burn alcohol 
to supply immediate energy and 
then, having no need for further 
energy they store as fat the fuel 
(food) they should burn for en-

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—two days ago a friend of mine, 8 
young man who has served in the Oregon state legislature, and 
who is now aide to General J. A. O’Connor, with Neadquarters at 
White Horse, Yukon territory, came to lunch 
with us.

They stand on their machines shaking hands when the Alaskan 
highway, which was built from two directions, meets. They typity 
the co-operation of the colored troops and the white troops, who 
have borne the same great hardships, have worked with the same 
enthusiasm, and who will continue to work in the same way until 
the road, which is now open for traffic, is really permanently 
finished. 

This is a 1,630-mile highway. Inspector William Grennan, of 
the “mounties,” in the Yukon territory, told Brigadier General 
O’Connor, head of the Northwest Service Command, whith oper- 
ates the Alcan highway, “You have both explored and built.” 

There are many stories of the road which are going to be told. 
around camp fires in the north country for years to come. One, 
for instance, is about Staff Sergeant James A.*Price, of Baltimore, 
Md., who supervised the blasting of some of the cuts through 
Sikanni mountain. When the ice floes were endangering a bDricge, 
he rhanaged to blast them away without damaging the structure 
the bridge. There is the story of the colored boys, who stood waist 
high in icy waters, pounding in thepiling, and who built a bridge 
in 84 hours which was scheduled’to take two weeks. 

It is not just the work, it is the loneliness and the difficulty 
of communication, for even their radios don’t always work, which 
makes this particular assignment.a test of the character of the 
men. We people.at home have so much to be grateful for when 
we think of the many things, in great cold and great heat, which 
our men are doing all over the world. Things which mean for us 
and our children a better world, but which may mean death for 
the men who have to accomplish them.

Mrs. McNair, it seems, lived 
in China for 23 years, and her 
husband, Mr. McNair, is now a 
Jap-held prisoner of war in 
Shanghai, though Mrs. McNair 
has been notified by the War 
Department that his exchange 
will be effected at an early 
date. Their friendship with Mr. 
Haan came about through the 
work of the United China Re- 
lief committee, of which they 
are members, for he is what is 
called the “front man” in the 
Sino-Korean People’s League, 
which is described as an under- 
ground espionage organization 
which long has attempted to 
warn the United States of Jap- 
anese war aims. The league is 
made up of Korean patriots, 
fired by a hatred of Japan, who 
believe that only American 
domination of the Pacific will 
give Korea her freedom. 

Mr. Haan comes here from a 
lecture tour of the west and a 
visit to Hollywood, Cal., where 
he served in an advisory capac- 
ity to Warner Brothers in the 
filming of a picture, “Korea.” 
He sums up the vital message 
which he is. broadcasting to 
America in these words: “Use 
more propaganda, but don't 
neglect to bomb Tokyo.” While 
here he will speak informally 
to several. groups who are in- 
terested in hearing the remark- 
able story behind the amazing 
predictions of the Japanese dec- 
jaration of war.

Captgin Rickenbacker’s speeches 
are of an agitory nature. Far from 
contributing to the morale of 


workers in war. plants, they are} 


riling them exceedingly.. Their 
effect is to divids the nation three 
ways—into workers versus other 
classes, and into soldiers versus 
civilians. 

Such division is dangerous. It 
gives rise to suspicion and dlis- 
trust, and puts the‘army apart 
from the population into a sep- 
arate class. 

‘Our war effort is inadequate. 
The realities of the war have not 
yet come home to the American 
people, perhaps because it is so 
far away. But to put the blame 
on one section of the population 
is the best way to incite that 


section to answer by putting the) 


blame on another. So instead of 
consolidating and enhancing the 
effort, we create disunity and fear. 

Captain Rickenbacker, 
doing this—I am sure unconscious- 
ly—is the president of an aviation 
corporation. As such he has no 
mandate to speak for anybody 


who ff) 


ihe speaks for himself alone. 
this is not the content of his 
speeches. He pretends to speak 
for the soldiers at the front. And 
‘he is ofganizing an American 
' Legion in absentia. While the men 
| are fighting in Africa and the Pa- 
cific, he is organizing their lives 
‘for them upon their return. He 
‘is planning they shall be used to 
break the trade union system. 

The President also is doing some 
| planning for the returned soldiers. 
'He believes the soldiers are con- 
‘cerned with social security after 
‘this war, and with an economic 
system that assures full employ- 
ment. He is trying, meanwhile, to 
keep labor organization intact and 
| strong until they return. Captain

| ‘THINK a femarkable feature 

of our new army is the system 
of publicity that is maintained by 
almost every unit. 

No army in the history of this 
or any other nation ever under- 
took to advertise itself by the 
elaborate methods now in vogue 
throughout our .vast fighting 
forces. The Navy, too, has its de- 
partments of “public relations,” 
the high-falutin’ name that desig- 


nates the press-agent squads, the 
same as in civil life. 

The service has drawn of the 
crack publicity men of the nation 
—fellows who made big salaries 
and reputations before they put 
on the uniform publicizing various 
events and articles. Some of them 
were geniuses at getting the 
names of their customers in the 
public prints at no cost to the 
customers other than the genius- 
fee. 

A large number of these men 
are now assigned to the public 
relations departments of the serv-} 
ice and are keeping their talent} 
on edge by writing and issuing to 
the newspapers and other pub- 
lications, tales of service activities } 
of one kind and another. Naturally, f 
a press agent assigned to a cer- 
tain unit centers his energy on 
information pertaining to that 
unit. 


HIS material is distributed in 

mimeographed form just like 
the stuff that comes from the 
headquarters of the fight pro- 
moters and other industries seek- 
ing publicity. A sports editor is 
often slightly startled by the re-
